REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


? 


By an act of the legislature at the January session, 1615, 


the law establishing local Boards of Health was amended, mak- 


ing a Health Officer, appointed by the State Board of Health, 


together with the board of Selectmen, a Board of Health for the is 


town, the Health Officer being the secretary, and executive. ae 
officer of the board. The intention of this change was to make Ry 
an officer in charge of the sanitary affairs. of the town more 
directly responsible to the State Board of Health, and under its 
- control. 


y Under this law, on June 7, 1915, the undersigned was ap- pee. 


pxeintes Health Officer by the State Board, at the same time re- 
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ceiving copies of the state law and quite detailed instructions as 
to his duties and responsibilities. 

On December 16 and 17 a conference, or school of instruc- 
tion was called at Concord by the State Board which all Health 
Officers of the state were required to attend. This conference 
was for the purpose of education of health officers and for pro- 
curing uniformity of practice in sanitary matters in all» towns 
of tho state. 

One law of the state which has been practically a dead let- 
ter in many towns is to be strictly enforced, namely, compul- 
sory vaccination of all children attending public, private, or 
parochial schools. For this purpose-cards have been furnished 
by the Health Officer to all scholars in our schools, requiring 
the certificate of a physician to successful vaccination or to phy- 
sical unfitness. A large proportion of these cards have been 
returned properly certified. Those not answering within a rea- 
sonable time will find the law with regard to attendance at 
school is to be enforced. 

There have been quite the usual number of cases of con- 
tagious diseases reported though none spread beyond the house 
in which it occurred. 

There have been one case of scarlet fever, two of tubercu- 
losis, one of measles, two of diphtheria and one nuisance has 
been ordered abated. Seven houses have been disinfected. 

It is intended by the State Board to have a more general 
inspection of sanitary conditions in and around house, barn and 
water supply, believing the general health improvement will 
more than warrant the additional expense.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


The introduction of a water system has resulted in a few 
changes in the department during the past year. 

To anticipate any requirements of the Fire Underwriters, 
it was decided to organize within the Engine Co. four com- 
panies to man 3 hose reels and the ladder truck, providing for 41 
men in all. However this plan did not work out, principally 
because of the difficulty in getting men to take officers’ posit- 
ions. Later a committee of firemen requested the board to 
return to the previous one company formation. This idea was 
accepted with the proviso that the company be reduced to 30 
members. This is the present number. 

It was found necessary to purchase 1000 ft. 24 inch hose, 
nozzles, gates, etc., for the use of the department. As most 
transportation furnished is by automobiles, a trailer was _ pur- 
chased for a hose wagon and has been put into commission at 
the Engine House. 

A small reel with equipment has been located at Wilkins’ 
mill. | 

During the past year several extinguishers purchased some 
eighteen years ago, have become damaged and unsafe and will 
have to be replaced during the coming year. 

One of the principal needs is a practical alarm of some 
nature and we would again call the attention of our citi- 
zens, that there is not a bell or whistle that we can depend 
upon for a fire alarm. This is a matter that should be given 
serious consideration, before valuable property is destroyed 
because of difficulty in raising an alarm,

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SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HENNIKER 
BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of the town of Henniker: 


The Commissioners herewith submit the second annual re- 
port for the year ending Feb. 15, 1916. Together with the 
statistical and financial report. 


SYSTEM COMPLETED 


_ The total construction cost of the system to date is 
$51, 954. 90. 

During the past year 37 new additional service connections 
have been installed. Every service has a curb cock and goose 
neck connection, taking water direct from the main service 
pipes. 14 old subscribers have also been connected onto the 


new system. Four additional hydrants have been installed. 
One being placed on the 3-inch pipe line on High street, near 
the residence of A. W. Hurd. Three were installed on the 


Park street extension. , 

In September a petition was presented to the School Board 
to have water put into the West Henniker school house on Lib- 
erty Hill road. This school house was not provided with any 
drinking water whatever. As there appeared to be quite a pub- 
lic demand to have this building connected, satisfactory terms 
being made with the School Board, the pipe was laid connecting 
the school house and the Elmer E. Blodgett house. The income 
to be received from this extension will more than pay the in- 
terest on the cost of construction and maintenance. 

Mention was made in the last Annual Report of the unfin- 
ished condition of the springs upon the land purchased of 
Adelaid Brown. During the winter and spring some discolor- 
ation was noticed in the water coming from these springs, 
which was due to the unfinished condition of the work. This 
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difficulty has been completely overcome by keeping out all sur- 
face water and rain water. Absolutely no water of this nature 
now enters these springs. 

Three additional collecting basins have been built, which 
yield a substantial inerease. It is fair to presume that the es- 
timated flow from the five basins now yields at the present time 
80 thousand gallons of water daily. 

The springs furnishing water from the north side have all 
been thoroughly eleaned out. All holes and defects have been 
repaired upon the several well houses. One well house on 
Proctor Hill has been reshingled. Unfinished work at the 
pumping station has been completed. An attractive wire fence 
was built along the drive and around the pumping station 
grounds. 


SOURCE OF INCOME 


August Ist, 1914, when the stock of the Henniker Water 
Company was purchased by the town, the company had accord- 
ing to the records, 130 subscribers. The net income from 
water rents for 1913 amounted to $1,333.59. Since the town 
system was constructed a very substantial gain has been made. 
January 1, 1916, 167 names are recorded as subscribers, yield- 
ing in revenue for the year 1915 as follows: From Jan. 1, 
1915, to July 1, 1915, the rents amounted to $1,042.43. From 
July 1, 1915, to Jan. 1, 1916, $1,149.78. Making the total 
rents for the year $2,192.21. Rents for the past six months 
show a gain of $107.35. With this increase the present yearly 
income amounts to $2,299.56. This rental shows a gain over 
the amount received by the Henniker Spring Water Company 
for 1918 of $965.97. We feel that it is safe to predict that in 
another year the annual revenue will reach $2,500.00. Any 
advance over this estimate will be slow. Until there is further 
growth in population and development of the town it is not safe 
to assume that the income will very materially increase. 

On another page will be found a statistical report of the 
pumping station. It contains a statement in detail covering a 
period for seven months showing the amount of water pumped, 
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total cost of maintenance, etc. To maintain the efficiency of a 
well designed pumping station requires a careful, intelligent en- 
gineer. We were very fortunate in securing such a man in Mr. 
John H. Falvey. He has proved to be the right man in the 
right place. Everything in and around the station is kept in 
excellent condition and his records are accurately kept. The 
expense running the station has not been excessive. The average 
total cost to pump 1000 gallons of water was 4.253 cents. When 
repairs were being made on the reservoir in June and Novem- 
ber by the contractors it was necessary to empty and refill the 
reservoir several times, thus wasting four or five hundred thous- 
and gallons of water. This item alone adds quite a little to the 
average net cost of pumping. 


PUMPING STATION 
Operating expenses from June 1, 1915, to Jan. 1, 1916 


This covers a period of seven months. No record was kept 
of the water pumped or expense of running the pumping sta- 
tion prior to June 1, 1915, owing to the fact that the first en- 
gine which was installed was found defective and had to be re- 
placed by a new one. The present engine now in use is per- 
fectly satisfactory in every detail. It was thoroughly tested 
before being accepted. It runs smoothe and never fails to do 
its work. We can heartily recommend the Miete & Weiss Oil 
Engines. 


STATISTICS 


The following statistical table shows that during the seven 
months the pump was used 58 times. 2,739,100 gallons of 
water was pumped into the resevoir. The actual running time 
was 225 hours and 45 minutes. 476% gallons of fuel oil was 
used, costing $52.44. 26 1-16 gallons of lubricating oil was 
used costing $6.51. For attendance Mr. Falvey was paid for 
3044 hours $61.10. Total cost of maintenance for the seven 
months $120.05. Average cost of maintenance per month 
$17.15. This would show an annual expense to maintain the 
pumping station for 12 months $205.80.

The pump showed an average capacity of 202 gallons of 
water pumped per minute for the time it was in use during the 
seven months. 


The Water Works have been in practical operation about 
one year. The following is a copy taken from the report of the 
Water Committee that was submitted to the voters and tax 
payers in the Annual Town Report Feb. 15, 1915. ‘‘After 
the plant has been in operation for one or two years a_ better 
knowledge can be obtained as to the annual increase to be de- 
rived from the sale of water from new takers. Also the prob- 
able yearly expense of maintenance. If the revenue derived 
from rents proves insufficient to pay the interest on the bonds, 
also cost of maintenance and provide a fund to meet the pay- 
ments on the bonds as they mature, your commissioners would 
then be ina better position to know what to recommend, 
whether it would be advisable to further advance the rates or 
recommend a yearly hydrant rental.’’ This matter of income 
and cost of maintenance of the system has received very careful 
consideration by your commissioners. It is very evident that the 
annual water revenue is going to be insufficient to take care of 
all expenses and provide a sufficient surplus to refund the bonds 
as they become due. We do not think it advisable to change 
the schedule of water rates but do recommend a yearly hydrant 
rental for the following reasons: 

First. According to the provisions upon which the Water 
Bonds were sold: The first $5,000 is payable in 10 years. At 


46 


the expiration of this time this payment must be met. To do 
this $500.00 ought to be set aside each year and this money put 
at interest. : 

Second. Source of revenue exclusive of water sold de- 
serves careful study as it introduces the question of what pro- 
portion of the expense fire protection should pay. Our laws 
permit municipal water works to charge for fire. protection by 
wu direct tax. Practically every municipal water system in the 
United States receive a hydrant rental. In. all communities 
there are owners of premises who are not water consumers. 
These persons receive the same protection as those who pay 
water rates. This is another argument in favor of paying a hy- 
dran. rental from a general tax. 

Third. Since the completion of the Water Works a very 
substantial reduction has been made by the Fire Underwriters 
in the insurance rates. We understand that the amount prop- 
erty owners will save will more than pay a fair hydrant rental. 

Our engineer, Mr. Johnson, in his report to the water com- 
mittee last year recommended that it. was very desirable that 
the old connections be changed as soon as possible. No doubt 
when this is done it will eliminate a waste of water from old 
leaky pipes. This is very liable to occur in pipes that have been 
in use for so many years. Fourteen new connections were 
made the past year. By adding a like number each year it 
would be only a matter of a few years before all consumers 
would be using water direct from the new pipes. To do this 
would require an annual expenditure of $150.00.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


As the State Department of Public Instruction does not 
recommend or endorse the idea of employing a High school prin- 
cipal as visiting superintendent of the Division schools, we 
have discontinued the practice of recent years, and since the 
. beginning of the school year last September, this work has been 
attempted by the chairman of the Board. 


While disavowing any claim for qualification or special fit- 
ness in supervising the work of the school of to-day, it has been 
our aim to keep in close touch, by more frequent visits and by 
weekly reports from the teachers, with the actual conditions of 
the rural schools than has been the practice in former times. 


We think the results thus far are shown in slightly better 
attendance, and a general realization on the part of teacher and 
pupils that somebody is interested in their welfare and striving 
to corret existing evils. | 


But with the closest attention on our part candor compels 
us to admit that conditions in these schools are far from ideal. 


Believing that the children in these one-room rural schools 
needed some one in authority to care for them during tne~ noon 
intermission, we engaged their teachers, at a slight increase in 
salary over last year, to remain during the noon hour. 


As our attitude toward the article in our warrant for last 
year relating to a chaperon at the Central school for this same 
purpose has been somewhat criticised, we desire to emphasize 
the fact that we are not opposed to the employment of such 
chaperon, or to the adoption of the plan of a hot lunch for the 
pupils that come to the Central school from the outlying dis- 
tricts if it can be done under proper supervision and provision 
made for the necessary expense. We were opposed, and still are 
opposed to the adoption of any plan that placed the preparation 
and service of such lunch in the hands of the pupils, with no 
teacher or other adult in authority.

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The attention of those interested is called to an article in 
your warrant in relation to this subject, and if the parents of 
the pupils to which we have referred will all attend the annual 
meeting and vote for such plan as may be agreed upon, there 
is a strong supposition that it will be adopted. 


We take a similar position regarding the introduction of a 
domestic science course in our High school. When the people 
generally are sufficiently interested in such a course as to vote 
for its adoption, and continue its support with liberal appropria- 
tions and personal effort toward its success, we believe it will 
add greatly to the standing and interest of our school. Until 
such time arrives we think any effort of the School Board to in- 
troduce and carry on such a course would be unwise and futile. 


We call your attention to the article in your warrant 
regarding supervision. We believe there is no available person 
in town at the present time who can give to our schools, 
especially in the rural districts, the skilled inspection and ad- 
vice their importance demands. We believe also that the al- 
most universal opinion of trained educators throughout New 
England should out-weigh the prejudice of the few conservatives 
who would still cling to old methods. 


We submit a partial list of appropriations necessary for the 
coming year: 

General school fund, without cost of supervision $5,000. 

District debt and interest $808. 

Text books and supplies $300. 

School house repairs $150. 

Salaries of district officers $150. 

Cost of supervision, if voted?

February 15, 1916 


During the past year 168 new books have been published. 
Twenty of these are solid and twenty are juveniles. Twenty-five 
have been replaced and fifty have been rebound. All the books 


in the library have been looked over and put in order by the 
librarians. Among the new books purchased was a set entitled 


**Books of Knowledge.’” They are especially adapted for school 
use and have been placed in the reading room. Twenty-nine 
books have been given to the library the past year, of which 
eighteen are solid reading. Mrs. Alice Colby has given nine 
books; Mrs. Emma Preston two; Miss Jessie Fisher two; Nat 
Woods two; Mr. Arthur Carey one; Miss Edna Dean Proctor 
one. Miss Jessie Fisher has given the ‘‘Mentor’’ for the year 
1914. Mrs. Curtis Childs has given magazines for the reading 
room and Mr. 8S. C. Huntington gives the ‘‘Technical World’’ 
and the ‘‘Christian Herald.’’” Mrs. Sherrod Jameson gives the 
‘*Mother’s Magazine. ’’ '
